The welfare of this State depends upon 
the development of the mines. There are 
yet large districts of country rich in mineral 
wealth entirely unprospected, and in many 
places lodes have been worked and abundoned 
which ought to be open to the prospector 
without the risk of a lawsuit. In Washoe 
and in this State, in many cases, nearly all 
the proceeds of rich mines have been eaten 
up in litigation, and the history of almost ey- 
ery new mining discovery proves that a man 
who lotatesa ledge of any kind takes up a 
lawsuit with it. If prospectors have money 
they are “blackmailed,” or forced to expend 
alarge amount before they are enabled to 
establish a title; if they are poor men they 
are forced to give up their claims to unprinci- 
pled sharpers, who never earned an honest 
penny in their lives. There are many ledges 
in this county which were located some eight 
or ten years ago. Enough work was done to 
hold them for one year, and since that time 
nothing has been done. They are aban- 
doned, and under the county law any man

stantly upon the pniverized ore passing over 
a convex surface and separating it according 
to its specific gravity. The heavy and rich 
particles lodge first and nearest the point of 
supply, thence decreasing in richness to the 
rim of the circular vat, where there is foufd 
nothing but pure sand, which is thrown away. 
The ore thus graded is correspondingly treated 
in its final reduction. This, we believe, com- 
pletes a very meager and imperfect description 
of the reduction works proper. The power 
required is supplied by two large steam en- 
gines, advantageously situated in two of the 
buildings at opposite sides of the grounds. In 
addition to the reduction works, there are the 
bone dust and brick making establishments. 
Bones are purchased at forty dollars per ton; 
burned in a kiln similar to one for burning 
lime, then broken to pieces, sorted and ground 
in a pair of common French burr mill stone. 
The bone ash is used in cupelling, and some 
forty tons is already prepared. The con- 
sumption of fire-brick is Iarge and one trial 
and failure convinces the proprietors that 
they could not’depend upon a purchased sup- 


Potosi mine employs 160 men, and 90 tons 
of ore are*hoisted to the surface daily. The 
Hale & Norcross Company have 30 men at- 
work who take out 40 tons per day, Total- 
number of men employed in the mines of

460. Estimating the value of the ore at : 
per ton, this would amount to $13,000 per 
day, or $514,000 per month. The amount of 
ore taken out at this time, however, is much 
less than what will be extracted within the 
next two months, as several claims are now 
engaged in sinking new shafts.

The present suit is brought by Joseph 
Black, as plaintiff, who is described in the 
proceedings as an alien’ and British subject, 
now resident in Mexico, against the Arizona 
Mining Company as defendant alleged to be 
a corporation and association created and ex- 
isting under the laws of the State of New 
York. The subject matter of the suit is al- 
leged to be certain drafts, and an open ac- 
count owned and held by plaintiff against the 
defendants. The suit is instituted in the 
District Court of the United States for the 
First Judicial District, by process of sum- 
mons and attachment, a method recognized 
by the Territorial Code for commencing suits 
in the Territorial Courts. The suromons is 
returned by the Marshall as served on the 
agent of defendants. O, M. Davidson, and the 
attachment is returned served by a seizure of 
the property of the defendants by the same 
office. It nowhere appears that the defend- 
ants have complied, or pretended to comply,

T. No buildings of any kind will be erected 
at any of the posts other than such as may be 
necessary for the protection of supplies and 
for the sick. These wil} be of the most tem- 
porary kind, aud no quarters other than 
shades or shelter for the troops will be made. 
The posts will habitually be left with but a 
sufficient guard for their protection. The 
balance of the troops will be kept constantly 
on the move after Indians, returning to their 
posts only to refit and for supplies. 

This looks like business, and gives good 
hope of vigorous moyements against the 
Apaches, and of a determination to make the 
march and the fight the foremost duties of 
both officers and men. Henceforth, if this 
order is observed, fhe charge that too much 
time has been given to building quarters and 
to camp duty generally cannot be sustained-

THE PRESIDENT'S VIEWS. 


Governor Cox, of Ohio, after a recent in- 
terview with the President, reduced the 
conversation to writing, and read it to the 
Ohio delegation : 

“The President said his policy had simply 
aimed at the earliest possible restoration of 
peace on the basis of loyalty. No Congress- 
fonal policy had ever been adopted, and 
therefore when he entered into office he was 
obliged to adopt one of his own. Congress 
had no just ground of complaint that he had 
done so. He was satisfied that no long con- 
tinuance: of military government could be 
tolerated, and that the whole country would 
demand a restoration of the civil government, 


and not to give it to the lately rebel States 
would be an admission of the failure of the 


w Samat = 


a 
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administration and of the party which carried 
through the war. ‘The proper system of 
pacification should be the one which tended 
everywhere to.stimulate loyalty, rather than 
impose direct external force. Thus, in the 
case of the Frecdman’s Bureau, he was not 
against the Bureau, in toto, for he was still 
using it;’and might continue to do so for more 
than a year yet. He would say to the South, 
“I will put an end to it just as soon as you 
make it unnecessary for the protection of the 
freedmen ;” thus hope would stimulate them 
to do right, while they are not discouraged 
by the idea that there is no end to what they 
regard as a military government. 
cisely the same way he had acted in regard 
to the civil affairs generally in that section. 
He had imposed the following conditions, 
namely: The amendment to the State consti- 
tations excluding slavery ; the acceptance of 
the same amendment to the constitution of 
the United States; the repudiation of the 
rebel debt, and the admission of the freedmen 
to various rights. To stimulate them to ac- 
cept these conditions, being such as, using 
his best judgment and in the absence of any 
Congressional plan, he thought the nearest 
right of any he could frame, and he engaged 
that on their acceptance, with the evidence 
of good faith, he would permit them to re- 
organize their State governments, and, as far 
as the Executive acts could do it, would re- 
store them to their position in the Union. 
They had so far accepted the conditions that 
he required, and the experiment proved suc- 
cessful. There was now but one respect in 
which those States do not exercise full rights, 
and that was representation in Congress. In 
this he advised some principal stimulation to 
be applied. He would admit only such rép- 
Tesentatives as are in fact loyal, and giving 
satisfactory evidence. He did not ask to be 
the judge of the’election and qualification of 
the members of Congress or their loyalty. 
Congress was its own judge, and he had no 
dream of interfering with its rights. His 
whole heart was with the true men who car- 
ried the country through the war, and he 
éurnestly desired the maintenance of a cordial 
and perfect understanding with them. This 
sentithent he regarded as entirely" consistent 
with the determined opposition to the ob- 
struction policy of those extremists ‘who, as 
he believed, would keep the country in chaos 
till absolute rain might come npon us.

Two men en- 
camped near the cabin, thinking the Indians 
had gathered in numbers, were afraid to ven- 
ture there until‘ daylight, and they started 
next day. fur Hardyville. After a day or two 
they, with Mr, Milton Hadley, of Prescott, 
whom they mèt at the Cottonwouods and who 
had been living with Mr. Clower ånd was re- 
turning. from a hunting excursion, met the 
trains of Messrs Miller and Bowers and re- 
turned with them. Hualapais hovered around 
their camp at nights but none came near until 
Tuesday following the fire, when Wauba- 
Yuma, the chief of the Iualapais, presented 
himself, bearing a paper certifying to the 
treaty some time since made with him by 
Mr. Hardy, After consultation, it being the 
judgment of the party that the Hualapais 
meant to make war, and that the killing of 
Clower and the burning of-his cabin was the 
commencement of hostillities, they determin- 
ed to kill Wauba-Yuma, and he was at once 
shot. 

While it is doubtless the fact thatithe ac- 

ı tions of the Hualapais, or some of thém, have 
of late been strange, and the fate of Clower 

. is greatly to be deplored, and‘ must be 
avenged, we think the conclusion that the 
tribe wish to wage war with the whites is 
premature, and that the killing of Wauba- 
Yuma will prove an unprofitable step. If, 
after an appeal to him for the delivery of the 
supposed murderer and incendiary, he had 
not beengiven up, it might have been well 
to make an example and to have taken Wau- 
ba-Yuma as an hostage, and, perhaps, to have 
executed him, but to kill him in cold, blood, 
before he had time to make an explanation,- 
or to prove his innocence and readiness to aid 
in bringing the culprit to justice, was a harsh, 
and, we fear, a most imprudent measure. It 
will exasperate- the Hualapais, and probably 
lead to an interruption of travel upon our 
only practicable road (in the absence of water 

~ on the La Paz road) to the Colorado. 

While we have no love for Indians of any 
kind, and favor the most severe punishment 
of aH who prove unfriendly, we cannot think 
it justifiable to unnecessarily provoke the 
hostility ofany. It would have been suffi- 
cient to have killed Wauba-Yuma if, after 
due opportunity, he failed to clear his skirts 
and those ofhis people of the Clower tragedy, 
and it will be time cnough to wage a general 

- war upon the Hualapais when they show a 
disposition to wage such a war upon us, To 
this writing we.confess that. we see no such 

` disposition on their part, and we sincerely 
hope that trouble with them may be averted. 
We have our hands full with the Apache, 
and until we make better headway in sup- 
pressing him, we desire to be upon good 
terms with the other tribes, and especially 
with those between here and the Colorado.

A PROPER REBUKE 

Those who have read the New Mexican 
papers, for several years past, have noticed 
their constant wrangling and the gross per- 
sonalities of their editorials. We do not re- 
member amore offensive instance of newspaper 
criminatiow and re-crimination, and if the 
journals have been entertaining or profitable 
to the people of New Mexico they have cer- 
tainly been repulsive to outsiders. It ap- 
pears that a majority of the late Legislature 
of New Mexico were opposed to the Santa 
Fe Gazette, and to its treatment of Judge 
Benedict, and resulutions condemning that 
sheet were passed and sent to Governor Con- 
nolly for his approval. He declined .to sign 
them inasmuch as the Gazelle had been no 
more personal and vituperative than the 
other papers of the Territory, and he thought 
it invidious to condemn it alone for what all 
had been guilty of. In the course of his veto 
the Governor gives the annexed sensible ře- 
buke to such journalism as has too long+dis- 
graced New Mexico. We hope our contem- 
porarics there will profit by it: 


“The editor and publisher of a paper is a 
professional man, whose business is the col- 
lection of general and useful information from 
all parts of the world, and to condense the 
sme to the space his culumns will permit 
and accompahy it with such observations as 
will make it intelligible and interesting to 
his readers. It becomes his duty, also, as 
the organ of public sentiment, to treat of men 
and measures, when he supposes that any 


be effected by his views in favor of, or against, 
the one or the other. These views should 
be given to the public with decorum, propri- 
ety, truth and justice. If the editor tran- 
scend the limits of one or the other of those 
rules, and inflict an injury upon an individual 
in his rights or in his honor, the courts are 
open to give bim redress. Ifthe Legislature 
were disposed to visit its condemnation upon 
every paper that has contained articles of vi- 
tuperation and unjust criticism, not to say 
abuse, of public officers of this Territory, 1 
think it would have to undertake dealings with 
the other journals of the Territory in whose 
columns there can occasionally be seen many 
hard things against public functionaries who 
seem to be -trying to do their duty to the 
Government and tothe Territory. Very few, 
if any, of the official corps have escaped the 
censure and criticism of the press during the 
last few years, and the censure has too often 
carried with it that impression of party bias, 
which has deprived it of all the good that 
might have been the object of the infliction. 

“Tf editors and individuals are disposed to 
be iJl-natured and abuse each other, it would 
seem to me a matter only to be regretted by 
the Legislature, but in which it should take 
no part, but if it do, its condemnation should 
be visited upon all alike, for setting a bad 
example, in suffering their passions to over- 
rule their judgment and transport them to 
the use of language that is prohibited by the 
courtesies and amenities of social life or offi- 
cial intercourse. Ifthe Legislature will re- 
solve that the press generally, inthe Territory,

» Now that the réghlat troops are generally 
‘atationed thfoughont the Territory, and the 
‘Arizona volunteers have set them so good an 
‘example, we trust that both officers and men 
Will be awgke'to their foremost duty, the 
Gperthrow of the Apache, "This is the all im- 
portant work,*the absorbing service for which 
the troops are here, and it should never for a 
moment be lost’ sight of. -Good quarters, 
good farins and.good fare are desirable things, 
and we have uo wish that the military 
should-experience any unnecessary privations, 
put if they would endear -themselves to our 
people, and tothe country at large, they 
must be active, hearty and constant in their 
war upon toe Apache. Break his power, de- 
stroy his prestige, open the Territory to the 
peaceful occupation of the miner, the farmer 
and the herdsman, and all will be well. Ev- 
ery day makes it more clear that the resourc- 
es of the Territory are suchas to warrant the 
most strenuous efforts for the removal of this 
only formidable obstacle to its progress and 
prosperity. Every hour brings convincing 
proof that freed of the Apache we should 
have a great population, and contribute large- 
ly to the national wealth. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The difficulty of the navigation of the Col- 
orado is now thought to be less of an obsta- 
cle to forwarding merchandize that way than 
the cost of transportation, and the time un- 
necessarily consumed by the forwarders. 
There is a screw loose somewhere. One of 
our merchants informs us that a Jot of goods 
lately received by him cost, delivered here, 
via the river and La Paz, about sixteen cents 
per pound, and were some ninety days upon 
the road. Where is the blame? We do not 
pretend to say, but we do say that unless 
there is a marked reduction both in the cost 
and time of recciving goods by the river that 
ws shall have to resort to the Tand” route. 
We notice that it is proposed to put a new 
steamer on the line from San Francisco to Wil- 
mington, and to reduce the rates of freight. 
Even at the present rates goods can be de- 
livered here from San Francisco via Wilming- 
ton, at from seventeen to twenty cents per 
pound, and within from thirty-five to forty- 
five days. ‘It seems a long way to transport 
goods by land, but as the river traffic is now 
conducted it is the most economical and 
speedy, and if the steamboat men are not 
careful they will lose a large part of the bus- 
iness.
